EGYPT INFORMED US OF ITS AGREEMENT TO ADJOURN SHORTLY BEFORE 
THE COUNCIL CONVENED ON MARCH 29, THUS OBVIATING NEED FOR SC 
CONSULTATIONS WHICH WERE SCHEDULED AFTER TODAY'S DEBATE. END 
SUMMARY. 
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2. SC MET ON MARCH 29 IN THIRD SESSION ON SYG'S 

REPORT ON THE MIDDLE EAST PEACE CONFERENCE. SPEAKERS WERE 
FRANCE, FRG, INDIA, PAKISTAN, SAUDI ARABIA, UK, US AND YEMEN. 

RIGHTS OF REPLY WERE EXERCISED BY ISRAEL, SAUDI ARABIA, SYRIA, 
LEBANON, LIBYA, PLO AND YEMEN. HIGHLIGHTS ARE SUMMARIZED IN 
UNCLASSIFIED DAILY SUMMARY. 
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3. SHORTLY BEFORE COUNCIL MEETING CONVENED, AMB MEGUID 
(EGYPT) INFORMED AMB YOUNG THAT HE HAD JUST RECEIVED 
INSTRUCTIONS FROM CAIRO TO PROPOSE ADJOURNING DEBATE SINE 
DIE. MEGUID SUGGESTED THAT SC PRESIDENT READ FOLLOWING 
STATEMENT OR SOMETHING SIMILAR AT THE CONCLUSION OF TODAY'S 
DEBATE. QUOTE: I BELIEVE THAT I MAY NOW SAY THAT, AFTER 
CONSULTATIONS WITH THE MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL, IT HAS BEEN 
AGREED TO ADJOURN THE DEBATE ON THIS ITEM. THE NEXT MEETING 
OF THE COUNCIL ON THIS ITEM WILL BE FIXED AFTER CONSULTATIONS 
AMONG THE MEMBERS. END QUOTE. AMB YOUNG REPLIED THAT THE 
SUGGESTED LANGUAGE MATCHED CLOSELY OUR OWN THINKING AND THAT 
HE WOULD BE IN TOUCH WITH THE MEMBERS IMMEDIATELY AND IF ALL 
AGREED HE WOULD PROCEED ON BASIS OF PROPOSED ADJOURNMENT 
STATEMENT. 

4. ALL MEMBERS AGREED TO ADJOURNMENT SINE DIE. AMB YOUNG 
READ STATEMENT AT 7:00 P.M. THUS ADJOURNING DEBATE ON 

THIS ITEM. WHEN QUERIED AS TO WHEN DEBATE MIGHT BE RESUMED, 
EGYPTIAN DEL HAS REPLIED THAT IT HAS NO THOUGH IN MIND IN 
REGARD TO SPECIFIC TIMING. COUNCIL MEMBERS SEEMED SATISFIED 
AND RELIEVED THAT DEBATE WAS ADJOURNED IN THIS MANNER 
FOLLOWING TODAY S SESSION.
